g. Captain McDonald is currently fulfilling the requirements of a 
USAF directed duty assignment within the R&D field. His duty APSC is 
8hhl, BSD Administrator.

84Ul provides a very incocplete reflection of Captain McDonald’s current 
assignment. 

After referring to the USAF "Officers* Classification Manual"

X find that the duties and responsibilities enumerated under AFSC 2016, 

Intelligence Staff Officer, coupled with those of the RAD Administrator, 
provide a considerably more accurate description of the duties of this 
assignment. r
